1. REQUESTED ACTION. Applicantrequests award of the Southwest Asia Service Medal.

2. BASIS FOR REQUEST. This medal is not reflected on applicant’s Report of Separation.

3. FACTS.

a. Applicant served on Active Duty 21 Sep 76-30 Sep 93. His Report of Separation reflects
the following awards and decorations:
AF Training Ribbon Air Force Overseas Long Tour Ribbon
NCO PME Ribbon AF Longevity Service Award w/3 OLC
National Defense Service Medal AF Organizational Excellence Award
AF Good Conduct Medal w/4 OLC AF Qutstanding Unit Award w/2 OLC

0. Ap pplicant provided a copy of TDY orders sending him fromw AFB * *
T B on or about 17 Jun 92 for 91 days in support of Operation DESERT STORM,;
a copy of the amendmentto that order; a copy of advance payment on his Travel VVoucher; and a
copy of a Boarding Pass. None of these documents show that the applicant actually departed or
that he was in Saudi Arabia for the required 30 consecutive days.

c. Applicant was requested on 10 Feb 98 to provide a copy of his Travel Youcher or
PERSCO Statement, which would reflect the inclusive days he was inm He did not
respond to the request.

4. DISCUSSION. The applicant’srecords do not contain any documents showing he was in the
¢ for 30 consecutivedays [TDY], and he did not provide any, even when requested to

do so. Without documentation showing he was in the Area of Responsibility for the required
number of days, we can not verify his eligibility for,much less his entitlement to, the Southwest
Asia Service Medal and/or any other *wards or decorations.
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5. RECOMMENDATION.

We recommend disapproval of the applicant’s request to be awarded the Southwest Asia
Service Medal.
